Norman Ncrcnbcrg, ' Quebec 
Leader of the National Federation 
of Labour Youth and a former 
McGlll ' Arts Student, was guest 
speaker at the weekly forum of 
the L.P.P. Club yesterday. 

Mr. Nerenberg discussed the 
matter of the Soviet Student Ex- 
change. "The Student Exchange 
has .the whole-hearted approval of 
the L.P.P.," he said.' "and will be 
part of their platform in the 
forthcoming election." 
' He further emphasized that the 
majority of students' are in favour 
of the exchange, according to' a 
number of polls taken. Mr. Neren- 
burg summed up by saying that 
the important thing is that the 
question has to be considered as 
to whether or not the exchange 
will be in the Interests of Canadian 
student?. 



Upholding the view that the 
People's Republic of Red China 
should be admitted to the 'United 
Nations, McGill last night won the 
Inter-Collegiate 1 debate ' a gainst 
Connecticut'* Trinity Cdllcge. 

The first speaker for the af- 
firmative was McGlli's Len Cohen, 
who said, In effect; that the Com- 
munist party now controls the gov- 
ernment of China and is the main 
power behind it; therefore the 
People's Republic should defin- 
itely be admitted to the 'U.N. In' 
closing Cohen asked two ques- 
tions: "On what , grounds can a 
quarter, of the world's peoples be 
evcluded from a world organiza- 
tion? Is that not against the main 
purpose of . the U.N.?" He felt 
that to refuse admittance would 
be to alienate China's people. 
' ' - Trinity Says 
Trinity's Bruce Fox, seating that 
he .was representing the UN not 
the USA, felt that the desire for 
peace should be a. factor in ac- 
cepting or not accepting Red 
China into an organization which 
was intended to promote world 
peace. He asked the oppositlo if 
Chiang-Kai-Shek had done any- 
thing to warrant expulsion from 
the UN, mentioning the fact that 
the Nationalists have not been aj- 
gresslve, have not shown any de- 
sire for war and that they have 
followed the UN's alms, whereas 
Red China has not. 

Mr. Fox was answered by Mc- 
Gill's Donald Savage. 'The UN is 
Interested in facts, not in the vir- 
tue of the country in question. 
Communists without a doubt 
country, so although we 




may disapprove of. their methods 
or ideas, we should certainly al- 
low them to represent China In 
the UN. In time Communist China 
may develop her own brand of 
Communism. As it is, she is cut 
off from Russia by geographical 
barriers, and her loyalty Is to Mao, 
hot to' Stalin."

Mr. Abbott's position was that increased 
help either to Europe or Asia wçuld mean 
-higher personal income taxes, apd he had 
"grave doubts" whether the Canadian tax- 

Eayer would support that. He himself didn't 
elieve that increased aid in cither direction 

• was justified anyway. 
On Europe he said: "Five or six years 

(actually seven) after the war and with the 
aid they have received, if the European 
countries are not able to make their economies 
viable, we can't dcit for them. No country can 
expect to exist as a pensioner of Canada."- 

On Asia He said: "Pouring $25 or $50 or 
$100 million into the Colombo Plan wouldn't 
really make a significant difference, except 
to show the recipients that we arc aware of 

• their problems and to encourage private in- 
vestment by example." Canada's contribution . 
to plan for the 1952 fiscal year is $25,000,000. 

"The population of India is increasing 




every year by an amount equal to the popula- 
tion of Canada. We can't possibly through our 
own production raise their standard of living.. 
It can only Vi done through their own produc- 
. tion," ho declared. 

He said expenditures on economic aid and 
technical assistance to the underdeveloped 
countries compared to expenditures on military 
defence reveal a "fair distribution." 

In an address to the conference the day 
tr Mr. Abbott had spoken, Dr. Hugh Keen- 
side, director-general of the U.N. Technical 
^stance Administration, implied Mr. 
fott's attitude to the underdeveloped areas 
"dangerously unrealistic." 
Dr. Kcenleyside took Mr. Abbott to -task.

on two counts— first, for saying that Canada 
spends enough on underdeveloped countries, 
and second, for saying that it'is not the gov- 
ernment's job to persuade the Canadian people 
that they ought to spend more. , 

"Mr. Abbott.scemcd to suggest that pan- 
ada's present division of approximately $100 
/or direct defence to $1 for technical and 
economic aid to the fermenting and revolu- 
tionary areas of the world is about right," he 
said. ' >• ' 

"Too many of those participating in this 
conference such a distribution of démocratie 
resources is dangerously unrealistic. This' is 
also the view- bl' thf/cômhùs~sidn-' on foreign 
economic policy appointed by President Tru-. 
man and of a, whole galaxy of equally con- 
servative statesmen and economists." 

"It is a very real mistake to argue that we 
should first provide for our military defence 
and then* if we still have the resources and 
time, to do something about the impoverished 
areas of the world." The two needs are in- 
separably united and must be met concurrent- 
ly, he said.i 

"It can be and is argued that the Canadian 
people are not prepared to make the additional 
sacrifices that would be necessary .to provide 
both kinds of protection. At the moment this 
may be true, but it is riot necessarily the final 
word nf the Canadian people on the subject." 

The government had used, "great courage, 
Skill* and persistence to convince the people 
.that guns arc necessary. I am satisfied that 
similar persistence, skill and courage would 
produce a similar response on our other de- 
fensive front," he said. 

In reply to Mr. Abbott's statement "X 
•c never found that increases in taxes are 
conducive to political popularity," Dr. Keen- 
leyside declared: 

/"This is a time for leadership, not for 
simple compliance with' existing opinion. If 
the public knew the facts, opinion might 
change. Popularity is not the final test of a 
governmental greatness.!' 

"The cold facts are that we (all countries) 
have the knowledge necessary to abolish thè 
grosser forms of distress from Which human 
beings are suffering, and we have the 'money 
to enable us to apply this knowledge." 



UNESCO and 'The Messenae

The sleek 'Lockhé'ed Lodestar 
was winging its way west from 
Saudi Arabia to the United States.
